at the banquet program stated, 
"What you have learned may 
make the difference between sur- 
vival and defeat if we are engaged 
in a war."

He stated that he believes a 


foreign power which wished to 
do the most damage to America in 
^one-way bombing run would try 
to devastate an area 10 miles long 
extending south from the bottom 
Of Lake Michigan, thus making 
the Dixon area the center of 
efforts to prevent disaster follow- 
ing the bomb raid.

er $1,865,814 in spending bills ap- 
proved by the legislature have 
been chucked into the wahtobasket 
by Gov.

(fcsteep hillsides now being cropped 


that could'more safely be used for 
pasture. 


Heavy Rains 


. Recent heavy rains once again 
remind us of the dire need for safe 
land use. Muddy streams, creeks 
and rivers give ample proof of the 
tons of topsoil lost. Field inspec- 
tions reveal huge soil losses from 
many fields work up and down 
hill.. Such soil has washed away 


^forever, explains Briggs. 


Silt from corn fields recently 


filled many road ditches and 
settled over highways. The silt— 
some of the best topsoil—thus en- 
dangers passerbys. Ironically, a 
few years ago, the president of 
the National Association of Soil 
Conservation Districts was killed 
when his car skidded on just such 
a slick spot.

Makes Higher 
Hay Yields 


URBANA—Soil treatment has 


been largely responsible for a 
seven-to-one difference in first- 
crop hay yields on one of the 


tf Morrow plots on the University of 


Illinois campus. 


L. B. Miller, college of agricul- 


ture soils man, reports today the 
untreated half of the plot yielded 
only one-fifth of a ton an acre. 
The other half, which receives 
manure, lime and phosphate, yield- 
ed IJi tons—more than seven 
times as much. 


Both yields are on an air-dry 


basis, and both halves are in a 


if corn-oats-clovcr rotation. 


This yield is about the same as 


the long-time average but some- 
what below the record yield of 
194S, when the treated half made 
4i$ tons an acre for both crops of 
hay. 
Prospects look good for a fine 


second crop this year because 
there has been plenty of rain late- 
ly. 
' 
Miller explains that if the yields 


H were stated as weights of mow 
' dry hay, instead of air-dry, the un 


treated half would have producec 
14, ton an acre compared with jus 
over two tons for the treated half 
That's an eight-to-one differenc 
in favor of manure, lime and phos 
phate.

good. 


Several years ago I went to a 


meeting up 
in South • Dokato. 


There were the usual complaints 
.bout the price of eggs. "Look at 
kvhat people in other parts of the 
ountry are getting 
for their 


ggs," people said. "We ought to 
get us much for our. Why don't 
we?" 


Eggs Aren't Good 


Finally one man—and I wish I 
ould remember who he was—had 
he courage to be honest. "We're 
not getting a good price," he said, 
'because we're not putting good 
•ggs on the market. You know it 
ust as well as I do." 


Not one person there denied it. 
Well, as I say, that was several 


years ago. And I don't, suppose I 
.nought of it again until the 
other day. I heard a man who 
buys a good many carloads of 
eggs every week say, "If you've 
got a car out of South Dakota, 
:'H take 
< it. The best eggs I'm 


getting out of the Middle West, 
are coming out of South Dakota!" 


I thought to myself: Something 


must have happened up there. And 
I started investigating. 


Candling Law Enforced 


I found out that they're enforc- 


ing the state candling Law. 


Now I don't know any state 


that doesn't have a candling law, 
:t says that buyers must candle 
eggs and throw out those that 
aren't any good. 


That's 
fair 
enough. Nobody 


really believes he should get paid 
'or eggs that are no good. 


But the first thing you know 


some buyer doesn't bother. He 
doesn't even bother to look inside 
:he case—let alone looking inside 
the eggs! And nobody stops him. 
Then other buyers figure that 
.o "meet competition" they've got 
.o do the same thing. And before 
ong people who sell eggs begin 
to feel that a buyer who insists on 
candling the eggs before he pays 
'or them is unreasonable. 


That's the sort of thing they put 


a stop* to in South Dakota. 


Better' Eggs 


And today the eggs coming out 


of that state are better than 
they've ever been. And the farmers 
are getting a better price for them 
because buyers are asking for 
South Dakota eggs! 


I'm sure the discipline hurt for 


awhile. But both farmers and egg 
buyers realize now that it was 
"for their own good." 


Neighboring states are begin- 


ning to look at the results in 
South Dakota. And I know that 
in one state producers and egg 
buyers have gone together to the 
state officials and said, "Please 
enforce the candling law—for our 
own good." 


Soil treatment plus legumes in 


the rotation have produced a six 
to one difference in corn yields 
on the Morrow plots when all the 
plots were in corn the same year. 


An inexpensive shelter from the 


sun can help to prevent unneces- 
cary swine losses from overheat- 
ing in summer.

Signs of Bluecomb Disease 
~ 


URBANA — Hot, humid days 


should remind you to watch your 
poultry for signs of bluecomb 
disease, warns a University of 
Illinois veterinarian. 


Dr. J. O. Alberts says both 


turkeys and chickens five to seven 
months old are susceptible. Losses 
average about five per cent, but 
may run as high as 50 per cent. 


Birds Feverish 


In acute outbreaks, most of the 


flock gets sick. The birds are 
feverish, the comb and wattles 
tuin 
blue-purple, diarrhea us- 


ually develops and the skin on 
the legs appears shriveled. Chron- 
ic bluecomb may affect birds for 
two to three months. Some flocks 
stop laying for a few weeks. A 
severe attack may cause a com- 
plete moult. 


You should suspect bluecomb 


disease at the first sign of a 
rapid drop in feed consumption. 
Supply plenty of shade, ventila- 


ion and cool water to affected 
irds. Stop feeding grain for three 
o four days or until the birds 
re hungry. Molasses (15 per 
ent) in the mash or in the water 
three tablespoons per gallon) 
may help. Or you can add one 
ablespoon of potassium chloride 
er gallon of water. 
Outbreaks often follow three to 
our days after periods of high 
emperature and high humidity. 
There is no proof that feeding 


ew grain causes the disease; 
lany outbreaks have occurred 
here new gram was not being 
ed.

• On June 10,1950, Mr. Truman proclaimed that "we are 


" closer to world peace now than at any time in the last three

far, more destructive character, has been an unmitigated 
' -failure, so far as any interest of the United States is con- 


cerned. Until now it has always been a tenet of statecraft 
that wars must be fought for a sensible purpose. The first 
purpose, of course, of American statecraft should be the se- 
: curity of the United States.

It was Roosevelt's imbecile idea that, as between two ag- 


• gressive forces, equally bad morally, one as dangerous to the 


existence and interests of the United States, as the other, it 
was possible to make a choice and to adopt one as a pet. 
Having adopted the pet, it was Roosevelt's further notion 
that the dangerous nature of this temporary ally could be 
altered for the better by the bestowal of favors, much as if a 
man trapped in a corner by a cobra should attempt to humor 
it by offering a saucer of milk.

Mr. Truman inherited the policy and the methods. As 


• both were those of his party, he felt that he could not try 
. to escape them. He pursued the war to the ultimate extinc-

Truman put the seal of confirmation on everything that 
Roosevelt had done for the Soviet ally, now inextricably cou- 
pled with the United, States and fattening on the proceeds 
of American military prowess.

While continuing to feed the American people talk of 
pace, Truman vented his frustration, born of the plodding 


» Hostility of Moscow, upon what looked like the Reds' bush 


league farm club—the North Korean Communists,' Having 
got himself entangled, he presently found himself confronted 
with a much larger ..order—MOSCOW'S Chinese auxiliaries. 
Now he's anxious to get out of the scrape on almost any 
terms that allow the retention of a thin semblance of dignity. 


Americans who contemplate this succession of calami- 


tous blunders will be obliged to reflect that the wars pro- 
moted by the two New Deal presidents were in violation of 
the principle of statecraft that war is such a momentous and 
hazardous step that it is best adopted only if there is no 
other possible way out. When the existence of the country 
is directly and immediately in peril, then, only, is resort to 
war justified.-The doctrine of "clear and present danger" 
applies.

Neither Roosevelt's war nor Truman's war met this re- 


quirement. Roosevelt and his secretary of war, Henry L. 
Stimson, both proclaimed that the United States went into 
World War II to keep China from falling. With that outlook, 
the diplomatic and economic pressures that brought Japan 
to the hour of attack inexorably followed. '

Mr. Truman has never been able to contend that what- 


ever happened in Korea could have any direct effect upon 
the United States. He has justified the war on the ground 
that it was inherent in the responsibilities assumed by the 
United States under the United Nations; that it was a service 
to the cause of "collective security"; that it "upset the com- 
munist time table in Asia," and on other arguments of the 
sort. He has also said that to fight in Korea was the way 
to secure peace for America. 


Now that this record of 10 years of nonsense has been 


compiled, the best that the administration can do is to prom- 
ise the American people that, if their roofs are blown off 
from over their heads, a benevolent government will try to 
replace a few of the shingles. What a consolation that must 
be to all of us!—Chicago Tribune.

NEW YORK, July 23—To the grotesque record of anti-publi 


arrogance which the union racket has achieved under the politica 
patronage of the Roosevelt-Truman regime a bus-drivers' union i 
Chattanooga recently added an incident unique in its cynicism thoug: 
no more brutal than many others. 


A Negro passenger named Milton B. Sims, ac- 


companied by his little boy, Ernest, seven years * 
old, went into the dispatcher's office to complain 
that a bus driver, Walter R. Crownover, had passed ; 
him by at a street corner. 
Crownover followed |] 


Sims into the office and fired two shots at him 
from a .38 revolver. One bullet struck Sims in 
the heart 
He died soon. Crownover said Sims! 


"reached for his pocket." Sims was unarmed, but 
a butcher knife was token from the little boy. 
There was some uncertainty as to when Sims 
gave the child the knife, but there was no immcdi- 
ate suggestion that it had figured in the action in any way. 


.Not to put too fine a technical point on a plain fact, the bu 


company was justified in canning Crownover and announced tha 
he would never drive a bus again for them. 
And, not to put toe 


fine a point on the five-day stoppage of bus service which ensuec 
205 drivers and 80 shopwokers, members of Division 1212 of th 
Amalgamated Association of Street, Electric Railway and Moto 
Coach employees of America, went out on strike in sympathy with 
Crownover. 


The company said he had vio 


lated a public law and its own 
private regulation in carrying the 
pistol on the bus. It passed no 
Judgment 
on 
the 
shooting- of 


Sims, leaving that to the'grand 
Jury and the trial Jury. The Chat- 
tanoogga News-Free Press edi- 
torially called the strike "an in- 
excusable imposition on the pub- 


and pointed out that "griev- 
llc1 


ance procedure" existed in the 
contract between the company 
and the union, which could have 
been Invoked to protect the driv- 
er's rights under unionism. 


Meanwhile, a Negro group de- 


manded that the company's fran- 
chise be revoked if Crownover 
were not fired out of hand. Also, 
meanwhile, local discussion, pro 
and con, of the facts of the shoot- 
ing1, has been formal and re- 
strained. as befits the situation, 
but the issue of Crownover's 
"rights" has been hollered up as 
though this temperish 
fellow's 


vested right to a Job in a trade 
infested with surly and violent ig- 
noramuses was all that mattered. 


The people of Chattanooga were 


put to great discomfort and com- 
merce suffered appreciably dur- 
ing the five days when the bus- 
men were showing their solidarity 
with a fellow unioneer. Indeed, 
the situation was not relieved 
until an "international represen- 
tative," a -semi-royal office in the 
union scale of pompous impor- 
tance, could be summoned from 
afar. 
This personality, one Otto 


de Bates, soon delivered his sol- 
emn judgment that this matter 
could be settled at the conference 
table. It was even so, but the 
local dignitaries had not found 
the honor and scorn to shame the 
strikers back to work and repudi- 
ate the Incident which was the 
cause of it all. 


Sims, the passenger whosp com- 


plaint that he was "pasned up" 
is a valid and too-familiar crlev- 
anee of the public- against bus 
drivers, is dead and yet the union 
lacked the decency to refrain from 
saying that it did not "discrimi- 
nate in any way against the col- 
ored people." 
A little hoy saw 


his father shot down without a 
chance. 


Here was a routine case of po- 


lice work which nevertheless tied 
up an Important city's passenger 
service, inflamed 
racial feeling 


and dignified a fellow who, in the 
normal procedure of any well- 
run city would have been slapped 
into Jail and treated according to 
the known facts of 
killing.. 


After all, Sims didn't pull a gun 


and the truth is refined to th 
fact that he lost his life for hav 
ing the impudence to complain 
when he believed he had misuse 
by a white man. 
The minute 


technical issue whether the com 
pany had a right to fire the man 
is trifling and Could have been 
settled without a strike if thi 
membership had had the con 
science to abhor the killing of a 
man who was hearty one minute 
and a corpse the next. The ac 
tual effect of the strike was a 
demonstration of support for the 
accused man, not sympathy for 
his victim, who represented the 
public. 


This is further evidence addec

Jacoby on Canasta 


Homemade Rules Ruin Canasta 


By OSWALD JACOB* 


"Some of my friends insist on 


following thet'r own rule that the 
discard pile is always frozen," 
complains a St. Paul reader. "They 
know that this is not the official 
rule, but they say that they like 
the game better that way. What 
IB your comment on this?" 


There's no arguing about likes 


or dislikes. About all I can offer 
in the way of comment is the ex- 
perience I have had with this 
particular way of playing Canasta 
in practically evey part of the 
country, and I have seen many 
different 
homemade rules. 
This 


particular rule is fairly rare, but 
I have seen it in different places. 


In my opinion it makes a very 


poor game. 
I have played it 


'several times, and have compared 
it with the normal game, and I 
must say that it spoils the game 
more than most of the new ideas 
that people cook up. 


In the official game of Canas- 


ta, melding gives you several ad- 
vantages. Let's look at two of 
those advantages. First, melding 
allows your side to take the dis- 
card pile later on with only one 
matching card and a wild card. 
Second, melding allows your side 
to take the discard pile later on 
if an opponent throws a card that 
matches one of your melds. 


Neither of these holds good 


when you follow the homemade 
rule that the discard pile is al- 
ways frozen. According to that 
way of'playing, you'always need 
a natural pair in your hand to 
pick up the discard pile—regard- 
less of what you have already 
melded. 


As a result, you must avoid 


melding if you want to compete 
for the discard pile. Since it is 
risky to hold up your melds very 
long, in most hands you must 
meld and give up the struggle. 


In many hands both sides aban- 


don the discard pile and concen- 
trate only on melding out. It be- 
comes like ordinary 
rummy in 


which the stock pile (the new 


cards) is important and the dis- 
card pile is unimportant. • 
6> 


That is a playable game, of 


course, but it isn't Canasta. The 
feature that makes Canasta such 
a fine game is the struggle for the . 
discard pife. 
Take that 
away, 


and you might just as well go back 
to gin rummy. 


I repeat, however, that there'* 


no arguing about likes and dis- 
likes. If your friends prefer that 
or any other homemade rule, yoii 
either have to play it their wa™ 
or' talk them into playing it your 
way.

on reading. One is Anthony Price 
of New York, who writes to me: 


"My observation is that.we are 


becoming a nation of fanny sit- 
ters—victims of that dread dis- 
ease, spectatoritis." 


Price believes that not only 


reading of books but also conver- 
sation is becoming a lost are, as 
the population spends its spare 
time sitting, watching and listen- 
ing. 


Publishers, while admitting the 


book business is in the doldrums, 
are inclined to discout the effects 
of television, however. The greater 
over-all problem is that of stand- 
ardization and appeal to the mass 
audience in all forms of communi- 
cation, says Ted Waller, executive 
director of the committee on read- 
ing development of the American 
Book Publishers' Council. He adds: 


TV In Schools 


"Because of the rising costs of 


publishing, it's become more and 
more difficult to publish the im- 
portant book of limited circula- 
tion." 


Now that educators are consid- 


ering the use of Television in 
schools, supposedly to supplement 
text books, parents are wonder- 
ing 
whether little Mary and 


Johnny eventually will find it un- 
necessary to learn to read. 


The problem of keeping the 


younger generation interested in 
books has absorbed much of the 
attention of the American Li- 
brary Association, of late. To get 
children into libraries, many are 
circulating phonograph records as 
well as books, and some few have 
installed TV sets of their own. 
The theory is that once the small 
fry are inside the library, they 
may be persuaded to read as well 
as look and listen. 


A plan to utilize radio to stimu- 


late children's interest in books 
has been worked out by Carl Hav- 
erlin, President of Broadcast Mu- 
sic, Inc., and organization which 
licenses the use of musical selec- 
tions by radio and Television. Ad- 
dressing the recent meeting of the 
American Library Association in 
Chicago, Haverlin came up with 
a plan for a scries of radio pro-
